Early 
In youth he wa* of pion* 'disposition and 
began at an early day to study for tbe 
ministry. At tbe age of about 90 he be- 
come one of tbe charter members of tbe 
Church of God, fhlob wa* founded at 
that time, and later became a minister in 
tbe church and continued in active ser- 
vice until a short time "'before hi* death. 
Tbe exaot date of bl* entering tbe minis- 
try waa 1838. He entered upon hi* first 
charge near Sbippenibarg and bad charge 
of a number of olrob.it* previous to his re- 
moval from tbe state in 1868. In tbe 
meantime be wa* married to Mary Ann 
Tanghenbaugb at Sbippenibnrg on tbe 
10th' of October, 1888. In 1868 he re- 
moved with his small family to Eaton, 
Preble county, Ohio.

March, 1869, he came to Illinois and lo- 
cated en a farm-six miles west of Decatnr 
on tbe Mt. Pulaskl road.

Debs' Wild Elans. 


The Chicago Tribune: Debs is growing 


more extravagant than ever. His first 
proposition was to get rid of republican 
Institutions In the state of Washington 
and establish a "cooperative common- 
wealth" there. That is no small task, 
though Debs Is of a different opinion. 
He has it all planned out: 


When we have become thoroughly es- 


tablished we «hall put 
JiOO men on tbB 


itump throughout tbe state and make It 
' socialistic within twenty four hours. 


Mor doea he anticipate any Interfetenoe 


on the part of tbe general government, 


, because he proposes to proceed "npon-per- 


fcctly constitutional and peacaDle Hues 
and confine onr operations prudently 
within lawful 
limitations." That is 


wise in view of tbe experience he has bad 
with the general government when he 
was using methods which were neither 
peaceable nor lawful. 
> 


Then Debs proceeds to state that— 
There are those who insist that even If 


we do tbe federal judiciary and the stand- 
Ing army will suppress us. This may 6e 
true. With all my heart I hope these 
grearqnegtions era be solved" In a peacea- 
ble and orderly way. If. iowever, there 
Is an attempt on tbe pars of the federal 
power to suppress us while in tbe exercise 
of our constitutional rights and preroga- 
tives as citizens, then they become .the 
rebels and are arrayed against tbe flag. 
And wban they send out tbe troops tbsy 
will be kept busy on the road across the- 
oountry, and when they reach the state 
line of Washington they WiU find 800,000 
American patriots prepared to meet them. 


This Is cheap talk. The federal govern- 


ment will do nothing to. Debs an long as 
he behaves himself and keeps within the 
law. But if be should attempt to over- 
throw the lawful government of the state 
of Washington, and that government 
should call on tbe President for assistance, 
the President would have to give It and 
suppress Debs once more. It Is the duty 
of the general government to protect each 
state ID tbe enjoyment ot a republican 
form of government. 


It appears, however, that one state is 


not enough for Debs. He declares that— 


Co-operation cannot 
be established 


within tbe boundaries of one state. It 
mast be national. One man alone cannot 
be free. They must all be free. 


Tbe United States as a whole must 


abandon individualism and accept social- 
ism. Nothing less will satisfy Debs. He 
j« taking a big contract,, which he will ^ 


' flafl it Impossible"for him to carry out. 


When he quits talking and gets down to 
work be will discover that it is out of bis 
power to "soolaltee" a single small state 
like Washington., 


If he confines himself to lawful methods 


success Isjbopeless. If he^ oversteps the 
law he will have tbe preient inhabitants 
of Washington to deal with, and If they 
cannot suppress him they will call on the 
general government to do so. But mat- 
ters will not come to that pass. Debs has 
had his lesson. 'His bluster about a pos- 
sible collision with tbe general govern 
ment is designed to entbnse his followers 
and stimulate subscriptions.

The railway mileage of'the world haa 
taring tbe wet !«' yearg !g.crsased at 
Jfoverage 'aiiUual rale of M.6X& mlttii 
and now stand at about 440;000 miles. 
» wifl readily be inferred that, in re- 
gard to length of track,-th* United 
Btatea is an 'easy first. At the end of" 
last year it possessed 182,500 miles of 
steam railway; as compared with 176,- 
229 mijes in 1894. For the whole Amer- 
ican continent the total is approximate-' 
ly 230,370 miles, South Ameripa boast- 
big a. trifle in excess of 24,000 miles, 
Canada and Newfoundland 16,230 and 
Mexico and Central America the rest 
—a matter of 7,640 miles. In the whole, 
o* Europe there are 161,800 miles, Ger- 
many leading with 29,240 miles, France 
coming Second with 26,450 miles and 
Biiajia third with 23,030 miles. ,T,he 
place of Great ftritain and Ireland is 
fourth on the list. Our actual mile- 
age in operation, according to the 
latest return off the board of trade, 
was 21,174 miles at the beginning of 
last year. 
Next after this country 


ranks Austro-Hungary, with 
18,060 


miles. Asia, as a consequence of afltiv- 
tiy on ^he Trans-Siberian railroad, lin 
British, India and Japan (which has re- 
cently had itfc railway mania) has in the 
last three years seen a remarkable in- 
crease, and the total now works out at 
28,400 miles, against 26,070 miles in 
1893. 
Of this total 19,700 miles must 


be credited to India; 2,930 miles to Ja- 
pan and 8,300 miles to Russia, the oth- 
ers being 'Dutch India, (1,260 miles), 
Asia Minor (1,100 miles), Ceylon, Slam, 
Malay and Port India, Cochin China, 
Tonquin China and Persia. 
In the 


whole of Africa, which has an area of 
about il,950,00»«quare miles, or around 
4,000,000 miles more than either Asia or 
'America, there are about 8,500 miles of 
railway; while Australia, withan area of 
2,964,417 square miles now possesses 
'close up to 16,000 miles. 
In regard to railway mileage per 100 


eqnare mile? of territory, neither of 
jthe three great continents of Asia, 
{Africa and America shows well beside 
.Europe. There aTe ten countries in 
.which the state does not control the 
railways, namely, Great Britain, Co- 
lombia, Mexico, Paraguay, Peru, Spain, 
Switzerland, Turkey, the United States 
and Uruguay. Eighteen governments 
own and operate some of their railways. 
These are Argentina, Australia, Aus- 
[tria-Hungrary, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, 
South Africa, Chili,-Denmark, France, 
Germany.Guatemala, India, Japan, Nor- 
way, Portugal, Bussia and Sweden. 
Egypt and Nicaragua own and control 
practically all their railways, while 
Greece, Holland and Italy own part ol 
their several sj stems, but do not work 
any, leasing all the present mileage to 
joint stock companies. In Canada about 
one-tenth of the total mileage is owned 
and controlled by the government, 
which loses something like £100,000 
per annum on its operation.—Pall Mall 
Garette.

AQUARIUM STRUGGLES.

When live kiEiea are put in an 


aquarium tank aa food for larger 
fishes they dart off through the -water 
trying to escape. Most of them, how- 
ever, are soon captured and eaten; 
sometimes all. But sometimes a few 
escape for a time, and these use every 
means to, avoid capture. It is a com- 
mon thing for the killie .to remain at 
the eurface—there are fishes who do 
not like to'take their fcjod there, where 
they must gulp in air with it. If the 
killie can. get actually out of reach of 
the larger fish it does that; out into the 
shallow water on a shelving stone, or 
under stones, where the larger fish 
cannot follow it. 


In such tanks aa those at the New 


3Tork aquarium the killie may hug the 
smooth porcelained side of the tank. It 
is difficult for the larger fish to take 
anything from a smooth surface, where 
it cannot overlap the object, and a fish 
is also very shy about bringing its nose 
into contact with the wall. Appar- 
ently the killie knows these things, for 
It hugs the wall. And if one lying by 
the wall is taken away from it and put 
out in the center of the tank it straight- 
way returns to the wall again. 


The killie gets into a corner, where it, 


is yet more difficult to reach it; nnd if 
there is a jog or recess in the corner it 
gets into that, where to reach it is 
more difficult still. Sometimes a killie 
jumps up on the strainer. The open- 
ing into the overflow pipe from the 
tank is guarded by a znoveable globe- 
shaped strainer of galvanized wire, 
which is in effect a little round knob 
prelecting from the back of the tank. 
Perhaps a third or a half of the strainer 
is below the surface of the water Some- 
times a killie jumps out of water upon 
the strainer, and lies there curved over 
it, its bead down on one side and tail 
on the other. At its highest part the 
killie is out of water a distance about 
equal to its own length. It is like a 
man jumping upon a stoop to escape 
something dashing along the street. 


The strainer is the most difficult 


place to reach, and the safest place for 
the killie when it gets there, but it 
coiuldnt stay there always, for sooner

or later It would die if it remained 
Wholly out of water. But wherever 
the killie may {ret it la pretty certain 
finally to be captured and eate^n. The 
Jcillie that hugs thfe wall or gets into 
the corners IB pursued even there. The 
trout, for example, will come up to a 
killie that H cannot take into Its 
mouth and nose thei killie out, and the 
Instant ijie killie takes to the open wa- 
ter it is lost. There It is no match at 
all for the vastly superior larger fish. 


Sometimes a blackfish will swoop up 


and take a killie from the edge of a 
stone step upon which it is lying in an 
aquarium pool, in water so shallow 
that it is stranded. In nature a killie 
pursued by some larger flsh, a block- 
fish, for instance, might find shelter 
under some little arch in a rock, the 
opening of which was not big enough 
for the blacknsh to get its head into. 
Then as likely as not the blackish 
would settle down in front of the arch 
and wave its pectoral flna back and 
forth, apparently trying to set up a 
current to drive the killie out.—N. T.

Mrs. Julia A. McCarver, who died in 


Tacoma, Wash., a f eW days ago, had the 
distinction of being a pioneer in four 
*>f the- Pacific toast states—Oregon, Cal- 
ifornia, Washington and Idaho. Gen. 
McCarver had theadditional distinction 
of being an Iowa pioneer, he going at 
an early day to that state from 
Ken- 


tucky and establishing the town of 
Burlington. 
McCanter took an active part In the 


Indian war troubles, when he acquired 
the title/of general. BCe was also amem- 
1>er of the pro-v racial legislature before 
the recognition of the formation of 
Oeegon as a territory of the United 
Stetes. He had a fine farm at Oregon 
City. With Burnett he endeavored to 
establish a town a few miles below 
Portland,! which they ,oaUed Wnnton, 
after Senator I_nn, of Missouri, Before 
accomplishing much gold was a«*eov- 
ered in California, and both men jollied 
ta the rush of^ Oregonians for that state. 
There they interested themselves in the 
establishment <o* the otty 
ot' Sacra- 


mento. A McCarver was a member of 
California's first constitutional con- 
vention. 
, 
Mrs. McCarver -fallowed h^r husband 


to California jn the spring of 1849, re- 
maining there until fall. She sailed for 
Portland on a vessel commanded by 
Copt. Irving, father of Capt. John Irv- 
ing, the head of the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation company, of British Colum- 
bia, ^Unable to get into the Columbia 
river, after repeated and long-con- 
tinued efforts, the vessel was compelled 
to make for Puget sound. Mrs. Mc- 
Carver was landed at Kisqually, from 
which Hudson Baj post she v. ent on 
.horseback and canoe w her Willamette 
Valley home. She and her family lived 
there and at Portland until they moved 
to Idaho City ia the gold-mimngexcite- 
ment of 1361r62, and when what is now 
Idaho was a,part of Washington terri- 
tory. Returning to Portland, where 
they lived three more years, they moved 
to, Pupet soupd in 1868, locating -«
